22; Mark 10;35-45, 

GOLDEN TEXT—By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, if 
ye have love one to another.—John 13:35, 


One world! Men have discovered 
in recent years that we do live in 
one world and that we must learn 
how to get along with one another, 
or we may find that we have de- 
stroyed civilization and one another, 

God has always taught in his Word 
that all men are of one origin, and 
that despite their differences, they 
are to live in unity and peace. That 
would have been blessedly true If 
men had obeyed God and his law. 
Sin brought division and confusion. 

Now in our day, when we should 
be far on the way to the attain- 
ment of God's purpose, we find men 
more inclined than ever to be sus- 
picious of one another, grasping 
in their desires and purposes, and 
evil in many of their ways. 

We have not yet learned to live 
together as nations. Let us set our- 
selves to the task of living together. 

I. A Method for Dealing with Dif- 
ferences (Matt. 18:15-17). 

This is the God-prescribed meth- 
od for dealing with personal prob- 
lems in the Christian church, That 
body in which love should reign is 
often rent by jealousies and person- 
al resentments. If permitted to run 
on unchecked, they create division 
and even strife before the world, 
with all the disgrace it brings on 
the cause of Christ. 

Such matters are to be dealt with 
promptly, The aggrieved one is 
not to wait for the sinner to make 
the approach, but is to go to him 
and place before him the evidence 
of his guilt. Done in kindness and 
with tact, this is frequently all 
that needs to be done. A man may 
thus win his brother, with no fur- 
ther ado or fuss in the church, 

If he proves stubborn, the next 
step is to bring some brethren along 
and talk it over again, This evi- 
dence of their concern may break 
the stubbornness, or their prayers 
may win him. And if it does not 
work, the things said and done will 
have been witnessed by brethren 
who can faithfully report them to 
the church, 

The final step is to bring the err- 
ing brother before the church, Now 
he may see the seriousness of his 
offense and repent. If not, there is 
one plain duty; he is to be put out- 
side of the fellowship of the church, 

Does that mean that he is aban- 
doned and forgotten? Certainly not. 
He is to be ‘‘as a heathen man 
and a publican.'’’ Does the church 
have any interest in such indi- 
viduals? Indeed it does, for the pri- 
mary business of the church is to 
win both heathen and publican to 
fellowship with Christ. 

Il. A Measure for Determining 
Forgiveness (Matt, 18:21, 22). 

Peter's question was a practical 
one, He supposed the case of one 
who sinned repeatedly against one 
who had shown a forgiving spirit. 
Most of us need not suppose such 
cases; we have them before us. 

We forgive and are ready to let 
it all be forgotten, when lo, the of- 
fender turns up with an even 
greater wrong, indignity or sin! 
Then there is weeping and appar- 
ent repentance, followed almost at 
once by another offense. 

How long is this business to go 
on? The Jews said, ‘‘Three times, 
then let judgment fall.” Peter, 
being a follower of Christ, went 
much farther, He would forgive sev- 
en times. Well, that’s a lot of for- 
giveness; let us recognize that. Most 
of us haven't even gone as far as 
the Jews, and Peter is way ahead 
of us. 

But it is not enough! Forgiveness 
which has any limit set on it is not 
forglyeness at all. The very genius 
of forgiveness demands that we do 
not stand there with a measuring 
line or an account book. It must be 
from the heart, without limit and 
without restraint. 

Ill, A Means for Attaining Great- 
ness (Mark 10:35-45). 

To want to be truly great for God 
is certainly not a sin. In a world 
which was rejecting Christ and get- 
ting ready to crucify him, this moth- 
er wanted her two boys to have a 
place of honor in the service of 
Christ. So far, so good; but then 
came the thing which spoiled it all 
--selfishness. 

To seek honor for oneself, or for 
those one loves in order that the 
ego might be inflated and self given 
a chance to show off, that is 
definitely unchristian, 

If then it is right to seek proper 
greatness, how may it be done? 
Verses 43-45 tell us, It is by way of 
sacrificial service, the denial of self, 

This world and its kingdoms say 
that the one who serves is inferior 
to the one who is served. In the 
kingdom of Jesus it is the one who 
serves who is greatest, 

Where wil! such a path lead? For 
Christ it led to the cross, and be- 
yond it the victory of resurrection 
day. It may mean death for us, for 
a real willingness to serve connotes 
a willingness to give all, even life 
itself, for his glory,

Germansin U.S. 
Zone Given Job 


Place More Responsibility 
On Them for Purging 
Nation of Hitlerism. 


BERLIN, — A sweeping new de- 
Nazification law placing more re- 
sponsibility for purging the nation 
and indicating a commitment for 
Americans to remain in Germany 
for at least 10 years, was an- 
nounced by Lt. Gen, Lucius Clay, 
chief of the U. S. military govern- 
ment, the Associated Press reports 

General Clay estimated that at 
least 1 million and perhaps 4 mil- 
lion of the 15 million Germans in 
the American zone will be subject 
to punishment under the new law. 
It was drawn up by the three Ger- 
man provincial minister-presidents 
in the zone and provides for trial 
of the cases by German courts. 

The law specifies varying degrees 
of guilt for all Germans who aided 
Hitler, ranging from major offend- 
ers to minor cases classified as 
“followers,” . 

Major offenders are liable to as 
much as 10 years in a labor camp, 
confiscation of property and loss of 
all rights for a minimum of 10 
years, including the right to own an 
automobile, The minimum sentence 
for major offenders is two years, 

To Stay in Germany, 

General Clay said the American 
military government was deter- 
mined to see that the sentences 
were carried out, Asked if this 
meant the Americans definitely in- 
tended to stay in Germany, he re- 
plied: 

“As far as the military govern- 
ment can commit the United 
States, yes,” 

“Followers” of Hitler are subject 
to punishment by fines and the 
exacting of reparations, 

Major offenders are defined as 
those who committed crimes out of 
political motives against victims or 
opponents of National Socialism, 
were responsible for outrages, or 
gave political, economic, propagan- 
distic or other support to Nazi tyr- 
anny, 

German industrialists and bank- 
ers, a large number of whom fall 
into the category of major offend- 
ers, compose one group especially 
to be called to account, Many of 
these big businessmen are yet to be 
rounded up. 

Clay estimated at least a year 
will be required to carry out the 
trials. While Germans themselves 
will do the prosecuting, Clay em- 
phasized the proceedings will be 
checked closely to see that there is 
no leniency in applying the law. 

Insure Punishment, 

Further instructions will be is- 
sued, he said, respecting persons 
coming under the law dealing with 
punishment of war crimes, crimes 
against peace and crimes against 
humanity. 

While the law affects only the 
American zone, it will be reported 
to the allied control council for pos- 
sible national application, 

Clay, in estimating the number of 
Germans who may be liable for 
punishment, said: 

“I don’t mean there will be 4 mil- 
lion directly subjected to the law; 
with their close relatives you: would 
have at least 4 million, but directly 
only about 1.8 million to 2 million, 
as manifestly you cannot forfeit 
property of the Nazis without af- 
fecting their families." 

The general said the law was “‘in- 
tended to be a complete de-Nazifica- 
tion program for the American 
zone,’’ and would reach some Nazis 
who until now had escaped any great 
hardships or punishment because 
they had private incomes, 

Specifically, he asserted the law 
was going into the industrial field 
for the first time, Up to the present, 
he said, ‘‘we have never had the 
whole field of industrialists in the 
mandatory arrest category.” 


Filipinos Kill 72 Japs 
Who Refuse to Give Up 

MANILA, — Seventy-two Japanese 
holdout soldiers were killed recent- 
ly in Southern Luzon in combat 
with a Filipino battalion which had 
tried for six weeks to persuade 
them to surrender, 

There were no Filipino casual- 
ties, 

Intelligence officers of the 86th 
division, charged with policing the 
area, estimated 48 Japanese es- 
caped into hills 150 miles south of 
Manila. 


United States Reduces 


Our Planes in India 
NEW DELHI, INDIA.—The U. S, 
army air transport command's In- 
dia-China division has been reduced 
to 24 planes, headquarters in the 
India-Burma theater reported. 
Only the 1,304th India Wing base 
at Barrackpore, near Calcutta, and
